Free Library for Blind 

A glance at the following brief sum- 
mary of work done by the Canadian 
Free Library for the Blind, will com 
vince any reader that a real and ne 
cessary task is being fulfilled. 

The library was incorporated under 
the Ontario Public Libraries Act te- 
ward the close of 1906, on Nov, 9, of 
which year 81: volumes were in its ~ 
possession. On Nov. 1 of the pre 
sent year the number of volumes own- 
ed had increased to 2,858, while, in ad- 
dition, 959. pieces of music have been 
purchased . For the year 1907 the 
circulation was 996 volumes, while for 
the first three-quarters of 1912 the 
circulation was 4,643 books and 
pieces of music.
